Every preparation has been made to 
carry on mining projects and to do 
refining right on the spot, and owing 
to the particular conditions of this 
vast uninhabitable territory, actual 
realization of these objects has been 
delayed. However, it will be no sur- 
prise if these pioneers move in on 
these new towns and villages within 
the next year or earlier, since it is 
known that airplanes may play a 
large role in hustling the plans. This 
modern means of transportation will 
be used to carry out the materials for 
the establishing of mills.and machin- 
ery, to bring materials for building 
homes for these northern pioneers, 
and so forth.

To promote these objectives, dis- 
trict conferences are held at which 
the programme includes instruction 
in matters of clothing, buymanship, 
kitchen ensemble, lingerie and care 
of clothing. In the short courses 
instruction is given in clothing, the 
use of commercial patterns, garment 
finishes, etc, An important part of 
the training pertains to health. There 
is a five-day course in health educa- 
tion usually given by a graduate 
nurse on such matters as home care 
of the sick; how to care for common 
emergencies; importance of pre-natal 
care; preparation for childbirth; care 
of mother and baby; control of com- 
municable diseases and personal hy- 
giene. 


SURGEONS OPEN HEART 
TWICE TO CLOSE 
TWO STAB WOUNDS 


A month after surgeons had twice 
removed his heart to close stab 
wounds, Harold Aldridge, 23-year-old 
munition worker of London, was 
back at his job filling shells. 

The story is told in the Medical 
Journal The Lances, by Dr. William 
Gissane and Dr. Bodo Schulenberg, 
surgeons who performed the opera- 
tion. 

The lung covering was opened and 
a wound found in the envelope which 
encloses the heart. This envelope was 
opened but nothing could be seen of 
the heart. 

One surgeon placed his hand in- 
side the envelope and gently levered 
out the heart, which beat steadily. 
A wound three-quarters of an inch 
long was found and sewn up while 
the first surgeon still held the puls- 
ing heart in his hands. The heart 
was then replaced. 

To thelr dismay the heart envelope: 
again filled with blood as one sur- 
geon again put his left hand inside 
the heart envelope and traced a se- 
cond stab wound with his finger and 
the operation was repeated. In six 
days Aldridge got out of bed and 
walked forty yards. In 28 days he was

Prefacing his remarks with a trib-| 
ute to the work the Belleville Rotary 
Club is doing for crippled children, 
the Minister of Health gave a brief 
account of the opening of the Diam- 
ond Mountain Summer Camp for crip- 
pled children, sponsored by the Ont- 
atio Society for Crippled Children, 
which it was his privilege to formally 
declare open. Co-operating with 05 
Ontario Society for Crippled Children 
are 300 service clubs, caring for 2,000 
crippled children, eighty per cent of 
whom will be rehabilitated and made 
into useful citizens. 

Tuberculosis is a preventable dis- 
ease, said the speaker, and should be 
fought and conquered as such. He urg- 
ed greater efforts be put forth in 
driving this scourge to the last ditch 
und outlined methods and means 
which in his opinion would form the 
most effective line of action in 
stamping out this menace to humanity 
and industry. For economic reasons as 
much as humanitarian the disease 
should be vigorously combatted, and 
prevented from spreading. Tubercu- 
losis is preventable, no child was ever 
born with tuberculosis, and it would 
be criminal to permit its ravages to 


sanitariums and gave figures showing 
the ravages of the disease in this dis- 
trict and the number of patients, en- 
ough to fill a sanitarium located at 
Belleville. When he took office there 
was no sanitariums for ‘tuberculosis 
between Toronto and Ottawa, all this 
district being dependent upon West- 
ern Ontario for treatment. Cornwall 
has taken hold of the subject in a 
forceful way, city and counties co- 
operating. and will have a fine sani- 
tarium. Belleville should have a sani- 
‘tarium and can have one if enough in- 
terest is taken to form a local organ- 
ization with city and county co-oper- 
ating. Going into detail with facts 
and figures, Hon. Dr. Faulkner show- 
ed the increased expense to city and 
county in sending T.B. patients to dis- 
tant sanitariums, the effect on the pa- 
tients and families of being separat- 
ed, and the fact that investigation 
shows that there are enough T. B. 
sufferers in various stages in this 
district to fill a sanitarium at Belle- 
ville. Aside from the humanitarian 
viewpoint the sanitarium here would 
be an economic asset and as valuable 
as the average industry which com- 
munities reach out for. A local com- 
mittee in which city and county co- 
operated should be organized and 
plans made, the cost ascertained and 
debentures arranged for. The govern- 
ment could be counted ypon to assist 
materially as it had in Cornwall and 
Fort William. two recent sanitariums 
which the speaker described in some 
detail. 

How the death rate had been reduc- 
ed from T. B. by the development of 
science and the ceaseless battle a- 
gainst the disease was described by 
the speaker, and what yet remained 
to be done. Tuberculosis should be 
treated as infectious and commun- 
icable and handled accordingly. Most 
interesting information in regard to 
tuberculosis and the battle against it 
waged by government and municipal- 
ities was given, some of which is 
briefly summarized below: 

Tuberculosis costs the province of 
Ontario yearly a large sum. With a 
capital investment of $8,500,000 in 
fourteen institutions there was an op- 
erating cost in 1936 of $2,250,550. In 
these fourteen institutions there is 
bed capacity for adults of 2,851, and 
439 children. 

Travelling clinics examined 9,000 
cases in 113 clinics with 40 new 
centres, and 1367 cases of tuberculosis 
were examined. 421 had not been 
diagnosed as such before, and 406 
were recommended for sanitarium 
treatment. 

Tuberculosis shows more deaths in 
every age group (except early child- 
hood) than all other communicable 
diseases. From 15 to 35 years it kills 
more than communicable diseases, | 
pneumonia, bronchitis, 


influenza. | 
From 10 to 25 years it kills more | 
than heart disease, and other eommon 
| ailments. 
| While there has been a steady de- 
cline in the death rate from tubercu- 
losis in Ontario due to the determined 
fight against it waged by the govern- 
ment and municipalities this should

Control of Asparagus Beetles 


There is. every reason to believe 
that serious outbreaks of asparagus 
beetles during the cutting season such 
as that which was experienced this 
spring in some parts of the Niagara 
peninsula and in Norfolk county, 
could be prevented if a regular prac- 
tice were made of dusting or spraying 
all asparagus patches with an arsenic- 
al after the cutting season is over. 
The early injury is done by the beet- 
les which overwinter, and therefore, 
the logical method of preventing such 
injury is to reduce the population of 
overwintering beetles to very small 
proportion y applying an arsenical 
now and by applying it to all aspara- 
gus plantations. The application 
should be repeated where and when 
necessary. 

Dusting Use an 85-15 lime-calcium 
arsenate dust (85 Ibs. hydrated lime 
mixed with 15 lbs. calcium arsenate). 
To insure proper mixing, the dust 
should be purchased from one of the 
spray companies. 

Spraying Use (1) 2 ws. lead ars- 
enate and 2 lbs. soap in 40 gallons 
of Water: or (2) 2 Ibs. lead arsenate 


and 1-2 Ib. calcium caseinate in 40 


yallons of water. 

In order to reduce mechanical in-| 
jury front the spray rig to the mini- 
mum, it is suggested that the spray- | 
ing should be done from the top of | 
the tank and that the spray mixture |

‘The first factor is out of his control 
ill he can do is to regulate his prac- 
~ tiee to conform with the caprice of 
nature. 4 
The time of cutting is a very im- 
portant, and too frequently an uncon- 
sidered factor. It determines whether 
the hay crop is to be a palatable, 
, useful feed or merely 
roughage. The greatest food value is 
secured when the hay is cut at about 
the time the plants are in full bloom. 
While it is known that the best hay 
is made by curing in cocks, this me- 
thod involves more labour than is 
mly available. Windrow curing 
is usually practised, and in this 
{an effort is made to save the 
leaves, because they are not only the 
best part of the plant, but because 
they hasten the drying out process. 
The leaves give off moisture from 
the plant, but when they are exposed 
to the direct rays of the sun after the

The use of salt in the mow is not a 
new practice but its popularity has 
increased, and salting in the mow is 
now practised by most careful grow- 
ers, From 15 to 20 pounds of salt per 


load is sprinkled over the crop as it 


is spread in the mow. It adds to the 
palatability of the hay, prevents un- 
due loss of nutrients during the fer- 
mentation process, and acts as a pre- 
ventive of self-firing or spontaneous 
combustion. 

This triple action, flavoring, con- 
serving and protecting, makes salting 
the hay crop a very logical measure 
for Canadian farmers to adopt in 
handling their hay crop. ;

TEST CROP LOCATED ON 
FARM OF J. M. CARL 


In order to supplement compara- 
tive variety tests carried on at the 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
and to obtain information regarding 
the suitability of certain varieties for 
various soil types, special tests are 
beng conducted at 16 points in 10 
counties in Eastern Ontario this year. 
It is hoped that the results of these 
tests will help to determine the adapt- 
ability ot several new varieties that 
have been developed at plant breed- 
ing imstitutions and help make pos- 
sible variety recommendations on the 
basis of soll types. The work con- 
nected with the seeding, harvesting, 
etc., of these tests is carried on by 
the Cereal Division, Central Experi- 

mental Farm, Ottawa. The Ontario 
Department of Agriculture through 
its Extension Service and the Domin- 
jon Seed Branch are co-operating with 
the Cereal Division in an effort to 
make this work a real service to the 
community. 

In Hastings County, one of these 
tests is located at Stirling, on the 
farm of J. M. Carl.

OTTAWA

When the Government at Ottawa 
recently passed an Order-in-Council 
‘“chidding all Canadian citizens or 
legal Doles to do anything which 
may be interpreted as a direct or in- 
direct breach of neutrality in the 
Spanish Civil War, it was no surprise 
to the well-informed in the capital 
since it i Known that just a policy 
was agreed upon by the various Do- 
minions and the Motherland at the 
Imperial Conference in London. 

But now a new and far more im- 
portant subject has arisen as an im- 
mediate result of this action by the 
Federal authorities, and it concerns a 
question of paramount interest to this 
Dominion, although it appears that ev. 
eryone in authority in Ottawa is try- 
ing to give this subject the least pos- 
sible publicity. 

With the gathering of war clouds 
n 
sudden realization by the Dominion 
that this country has been shipping 
tremendous quantities of materials to 
Japan, and which undoubtedly has 
gone into many thousands of tons of 
war materials, and now Japan has 
built a powerful war machine direct- 
ly through these Canadian supplies 
during the past few years. 

It is true that Japan has obtained 
these metals with the apparent rea- 
sons of building and repairing rolling 
stock, rehabilitating the Manchouk- 
ouan and other territories, and 80 
forth, but lately it has been discover- 
ed that Japan has carried on opera- 
tions which tend to establish that this 
nation is using these products solely 
for a war machine. 

Japan itself produces only one basic 
metal, and in manufacturing any war 
materials, there is a necessity of at 
least five basic metals. Canadian 
mines and scrap metals from indust- 
rial plants in this country have been 
the main source of Japan’s basic me- 
tals used in these manufactures, 
which may raise an international pro- 
blem if the Far Eastern conflagra- 
tion should spread or become acute. 

Lead is used in making bullets, and 
this country has shipped large quan- 
tities of this metal to Japan, Like- 
wise, zin¢, another basic metal, has 
very often been sent to this nation in 
thousands of tons quantities. hecause 
Japan needs this metal sorely, al- 
though Japan produces about 10,- 
000 tons of zinc each year. In fact. a- 
bout 50,000 tons of zinc has been 
bought by Japan within a short time. 
Aluminum is an essential metal in 
constructing a flying corps, and it is 
no secret that Canada has permitted 
many thousands of tons of this basic 
metal to be shipped to Japan in re- 
cent years, and which makes up 3 
good portion of the material actually 
used by this nation for this purpose. 

Now these facts have been causing 
serious concern to everyone because 
it appears that the Dominion has been 
the main source of supply for Japan's 
plan to build up a powerful war ma- 
chine, which may or may not be used 
some day to oppose the interests of 
the British Empire. Consequen tiv 
there are many high officjals and 
other persons in Canada who would 
not be surprised in the least if some 
action by the Dominion Government 
is taken soon to stop this traffic in 
scrav metals and other products 

— * 

Authorities in Ottawa are watch- 
ing closely an important experiment | 
which will take place in September in 
the Province of Quebec. 
The experiment consists of an ef- 
fort by the Societe Belgique- Canadian 
to bring over a certain number of far- 
mets from Belgium, and to find out if 
it is not possible to establish these fa- 
milies in Canada. With this object in 
mind, a number of Belgium gentlemen 
have financed a scheme whereby they 
hought a large tract of land at Oka 
in the Province of Quebec, created an 
experimental station of their own.

The Fruit Crop 

Western Ontario (Toronto West) 

Weather and moisture conditions 
have been favourable for good tree 
and foliage growth during the past 
month. Fruit development has been 
generally good. The total apple crop 
in Western Ontario is expected to be 
20 per cent greater than last year. 
All main varieties of apples show in- 
dications of average to above average 
crops with the exception of Spys 
which are below normal. Good spray- 
ing practice has resulted in control of 
scab, fungus and insect pests in prac- 
tically all commercial orchards. 

Sweet cherries were effected by wet 
weather during harvesting, and con- 
Aderable decay, splitting and softness 
of fruit resulted. A cgnsiderable ton- 
gage was purchased by processing 
plants. Sour cherries have sized well 
and are practically free from insect 
or disease injury. The total ‘cherry 
crop in the Province is well below last 
year, being estimated at 85,900 bush- 
els as com with 112.800 bushels 
in 1936. The pear crop has developed 
well and quality promises to be good. 
The set is quite patchy and is estim- 
ated to show a decrease of 35 per cent 
Im Western Ontario. The total produc- 
tion for the Province is expected to be 
in the neighbourhood of 127,500 
bushels as against 196,800 bushels 
last year. Plum trees are. reported to 
be in a healthy condition and fruit is 
sizing well with practically complete 
freedom from fungus and insect pests 
except in poorly sprayed orchards. 
The June drop was comparatively 
light and total production is placed at 
56,000 busirels as compared with 41,-

And ample proof of the results of 
close adherence to this homely act of 
rules is exemplified in the fine ap- 
pearance of this fme old man of the 
north. He celebrated his eighty-first 
birthday on the eighteenth day of 
January last and expects to observe 
at least twenty more before he con- 
siders his life span run. 

“And if you don’t think ‘that hard 
work.is healthy,” he insists, look at 
me. I have spent all my life where 
I had to work hard, and enjoyed it. 
Up early in the morning, sometimes 
at work before the sun had meited 
the icicles on the roof, and 1 have 
only been down sick for a short time 
over a period of eighty years. Shucks, 
he added, “I don’t mean these silly 
complaints that some of you fellows 
8 hea go to bed with. I have had 
p2nty of them but they did not de- 
ter me from going out in the woods, 
and swinging an axe, or going in my 
truck garden and preparing a load of 
vegetables for the market.” 

“Why today, at the age of eighty- 
one years, I walk from my place to 
Madoc, a distance of two miles, four 
and five times a week. It is the only 
exercise I get now since my retire- 
ment from active work, and I derive 
a great deal of enjoyment from it.” 

Mr. Rose was born in à log cabin 
two miles north of Madoc four score 
years ago. At that. time the coun- 
try was nothing but woods from Fox. 
boro to Madoc,” he said. 

A son of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
George W. Rose, he attended school 
at Riggs’ School House’ at Mullett's 
Corners, That place of learning was 
at that time a sturdy log structure. 
The seats upon which the pupils sat 
were pine trees flattened on one side 
with pegs of wood stuck in them to 
raise them from the floor level.’ 

Following his marriage to Eliza- 
beth Houser, he purchased the Mull- 
ett Tannery at Mullett’s Corners and 
immediately transformed it into & 
truck garden. Here he worked lon 
and hard raising vegetables for ‘sale 
and market, In the winter season he 
hied himself to the woods where with 
axe and crude saw he felled the 
giants of the forest to earn a livell- 
hood. 

He tells an amusing story of lum- 
bering lite in the old days. Fulfilling 
a contract for cut timber, he left his 
home before dawn had broken over 
the tree-tops. carrying his lunch and 
returning after the sun had set over 
the western hills. Month in and month 
out he labored in the dim fastnesses 
of the woods. On this particular day 
his wife informed him that they had 
an invitation for dinner from one of 
their distant neighbours. “I turned 
that down,” he said, “for I warited to 
see what my own place looked like in 
| aaylight.”

Control of Virus Diseases of 
Po \ 


Mosaic, leaf roll and spindle tuber 
are three important diseases of virus 
origin, commonly found affecting the 
potato. These diseases do not herald 
their presence by the production of 
rots or wiltings, and thus may easily 
be overlooked by the casual observer. 
Nevertheless, such diseases may re- 
duce yields as much as 25 per cent 
and they are now recognized as the 
disorders responsible for the “running 
out“ or degeneration of potato var- 
feties or strains. 

Mosaic diseases are characterized 
by the mottling effects which they 
produce in the foliage. Leaf roll 
causes a slight general yellowing of 
the foliage and an upward rolling of 
the leaves. Spindle tuber intensifies 
the normal green color of leaves, im- 
parts an upright, staring appearance 
to the plant, and causes the produc- 
tion of spindly tubers with bulging 
eyes. The infective agents of these 


three diseases occur in all parts, in- 


cluding the tubers of diseased plants. 
These disease are all infectious, and 
each can be transmitted to healthy 
plants by several methods, esecially 
by insects and grafting.

mence September 20th at the Ontario 
Agriculture College, Guelph. The 
course covers a two-year period and 
has been carefully prepared by Hon. 
Duncan Marshall, Minister of Agri- 
culture, and James B. Fairbairn, De- 
puty Minister of the Ontario Depart: | 
ment of Agriculture, in conjunction 
with Dr. G. I. Christie, President of | 
the College, and the college staff. 

“I am particularly desirous of see- 
ing an increased number of two-year 
students attending the O.A.C. during 
the coming year,” stated Hon. Dun- 
can Marshall in announcing the“ 
course. In order to encourage farm 
boys who find it difficult to pay their 
expenses at an institution of this K, 
we have this year reduced the board 
for two-year students from $5.50 to 
$3.50 per week. In addition, there will 
be no tuition fees for this particular 
course.” Mr. Marshall pointed out 
that agricultural education is never 
finished, and that the instruction giv- 
en at the college would fit farm boys 
for future years on the farm. 

Dr. G. I. Christie, in discussing the 
new course, was most enthusiastic. 
“Bach year, hundreds of young men 
leave school before they have com- 
pleted their education,” he said. “In 
some cases they are required at home 
to assist in farm work. Illness and 
other reasons can be offered for many 
others who now find themselves on 
farms without the training they de- 
sire. 

“This new two-year course which 
opens in September and closes on 
April 14, 1939, permits students to 
spend the entire crop season on the 
farm, A large share of the time at 
the college will be given to- subjects 
of farm production, management, and 
marketing of farm products. It is al- 
go recognized,” continued Mr. Chris- 
tie, “that the problem of the farming 
community demand that young men 
whe are to take their proper place in 
rural activities must have a training 
in fundamental subjects. Therefore 
the new course includes public speak · 
ing, composition, mathematics, litera- 
ture, economics, co-operation and the 
larger problem of markets. Gradua
